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The reply filed on August 4, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): applicant's has not correctly 
Usted claims readable on elected specie, i.e., claims that are elected for prosecution on the 
merits. For example, the election does not include claims 83-84 and 86 as readable on 
Ezetimibe. Applicant states that claim 21 reads on the elected specie niacin. This is an 
incorrect statement since claims 28, 32, 100-101 read on niacin as well. Also note that 
some claims indicated as elected claims, e.g., 14-20, 22-27, 29-32, do not read on any of 
the elected species, because they fiirther include non-elected therapeutic agents. See 
37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or TfflRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
